One of them will have twelve hundred tons displacement and 
about 21 knots surface speed, In accordance with specifications set 
by congress. 
This vessel is designed to be the largest of its kind 
IU the world. 
W hile statistics are guarded by the navy department, it was 
admitted that the seven other new vessels will do better than 13 
knots cruising speed and eight knots under water. 
They will have 
also better equipment than three 18 inch torpedo tubes and two 
one-pounder guns.

GIRL BRUTALLY SLAIN 
IN AUTO MUROER ON 
ROAU NEAR THE CITY 
Body Of UnidentifiedYoung W o m an 
Is Found In La Crosse River To­ 
day With Head Crushed B y 
Hammer And Throat Cut 
Had Struggled For Life 


One of the most fiendish murders in the history 
of 
La Crosse 
county came to light at 12:30 this afternoon when the body of a young 
woman, her skull horribly crushed by repeated blows upon the head with. 
a hammer and her throat cut from ear to ear, was found, half sub­ 
merged, in the waters of the La Crosse river. 
The murder had been committed along the South Salem road,about 
three-quarters of a mile south ofSchroeder’s saloon and near the fam ­ 
ous “ Devil’s Turn,” and the murderer had dragged his victim to the wa­ 
ter. 
On every hand were evidences of the desperate 
struggle that had 
been put up by the young woman. 
That the woman was originally assaulted in an automobile, was 
thrown from the car and then beaten on the head with a hammer is 
the conviction of the police who found beside the scene of the original 
assault a blood stained mechanic's hammer. 
Another 
clue of utm ost 
importance as to the identity of the slayer is a pair 
of 
grey 
suede 
gloves, Adler make. 
They are blood stained and had been torn hastily 
from the hands of the stranger, probably after completing 
his 
brutal 
work. 
Marks of Struggle 
To the left of the road, coming to­ 
wards La Crosse, were evidences of 
a struggle. 
A 
pool of blood and 
marks, where the body had been 
dragged across, 
were 
discovered 
shortly after noon by How’ard Haus­ 
er. son of J. R. Hauser, a farmer on 
the South Salem road. 
He followed the trail across the 
road and behind a clump of bushes. 
There a big pool of blood bore tes­ 
timony to the crime. 
He summoned 
Herman Keppel, a young dairyman 
residing nearby, and together they 
followed the plainly 
visible 
trail 
where the murderer had dragged his 
victim. They traced the path through 
bushes and grass to the edge of the 
La Crosse river. 
Peering 
over a 
steep bank they saw the body of the 
girl. 
Call Police 
Coroner Herman Langstadt, Chief 
Webber, Detectives 
William 
Bltz- 
simmons and Joseph McGrath, w’ith 
a Tribune representative, rushed to 
the scene in an auto. 
The first clue was obtained when 
the detectives 
found the hammer, 
covered with blood, near the spot 
where the first struggle had- evi­ 
dently taken place. 
Across the road, where the victim 
had been dragged, a strip torn from 
an openwork petticoat was caught on 
a bush. 
That 
the murderer was 
working in great haste was indicat­ 
ed by the pieces of clothing caught 
on the barbed wire fence where he 
had forced the body through. 
A pair of wromen’s short, white 
gloves were found 
on 
the barbed 


wire, indicating that the woman had 
partially recovered consciousness af­ 
ter the first assault and had grab­ 
bed the wire in an attempt to keep 
from being dragged to the river. 
Hit W ith F ist 
It Is the belief of those who view ­ 
ed the surroundings that when the 
woman partially revived the murder­ 
er hit her with his fist— her lips and 
cheeks being badly cut, bruised and 
swollen— and then cut her throat. 
Beside the place where the throat 
had 
been 
cut 
was found also a 
m an’s glove and a wom an’s blood 
stained handkerchief. 
The victim had been dragged feet 
first down the hill, her clothes hav­ 
ing been pulled about her should­ 
ers by the brush over and through 
which she wras pulled. 
Ths woman was of plump build 
with heavy brown hair and brown 
eyebrows. 
Her eyes were gray-blue. 
She wore no jewelry except a gold 
crescent breast pin set with pearls. 
The pin was of good quality. 
No Hat 
She was attired in a blue, corded 
suit. She wore black stockings and 
high, buttoned, black shoes. 
She 
wore a white waist with lace inser­ 
tion. 
No hat was found. 
Jack Bennett, keeper of a 
road 
house on the South Salem road, vis­ 
ited the undertakers and after exam­ 
ining the body declared he had nev­ 
er seen the girl in his place. 
A woman in the 
Bennett place 
said there were but three women 
visitors at the place last night, all 
of them apparently working girls, 
and that none answered the gener­ 
al description.

TURKISH TROOPS SAID

army is partly demoralized by the suddenness of the

While lilacs, snowballs and certain 
other shrubs should he let alone dur­ 
ing the winter, being neither trim­ 
med nor covered 
with 
straw and 
manure, other bushes need special 
attention. 
Hydrangeas 
Hydrangeas (semi-herbaceous) in 
the south will last out the winter if 
properly cared for out of doors. The 
tops should be protected with straw 
or brush. This may be held in place 
about the hushes with a little man­ 
ure or stones. 
The flower buds of 
the hydrangeas form in the fall, and 
this cover will keep them from win­ 
ter killing while shielding the bush 
from winds and sun. In the north 
hydrangeas must be taken up, plant­ 
ed in tubs and placed in the cellar. 
This is generally true of latitudes 
north of Philadelphia 
Thorn Apple 
The shrub known as hrugmansia 
should be treated as is the hydran­ 
geas. The hrugmansia 
(known bo­ 
tanically as Datura! is also called 
thorn apple. It Is a cultivated form 
of Jimson weed and has long bell 
shaped whits flowers 
and 
rather 
coarse foliage. 
As a rule shrubs 
should not he 
trimmed in the fall. 
This process is 
timely immediately after the bloom­ 
ing period, if this is in the spring, 
as in the case of the snowball. If the 
shrubs bloom in the fall, as do •ome 
hydrangeas, the rose of Sharon, and 
some lilacs, they should not he cut 
directly after blooming, but in the 
spring of the following year. 
M«M*k < Grange 
The mock orange, which is also 
known as “syringa,” needs no special 
treatm ent to help it winter the se­ 
vere weather. 
The name “ syringa/* 
although popularly aplied 
to 
the 
mock orange, is really more appro­ 
priate for the lilac, which is known 
botanically by that designation, while 
the mock orange is botanically “ Uhil- 
adelphus.” 
Rose* 
Almost a1] kinds of roses are har­ 
dy in the vicinities of Washington 
and St. Louis and to the south of a 
line drawn between 
these points. 
From Washington 
northward local 
conditions influence the 
successful 
cultivation of certain varieties. Some 
roses, as the briar and rugosa, need 
no protection, hut other 
varieties, 
such as the hybrid-perpetuals, teas 
and hybrid teas, need special care, 
particularly north of the 
fortieth 
parallel. 
Teas and hybrid teas hard­ 
ly succeed in Chicago, although the 
hybrid-perpetuals grow as far north 
as Canada. 
All these classes do well 
on Long Island and In Boston near 
the sea when proper care 
Is 
given 
them. 
These varieties in the vicin­ 
ity of Washington need merely a lit­ 
tle manure on the ground to prevent 
alternate freezing and thawing. F ar­ 
ther north, however, they should he 
treated as follows: 
C^ut Down Tops 
Cut the tops to within HO inches 
of the ground. Cover the roots with 
coarse manure or leaves or similar 
litter. Hold this in place by brush, 
which also acts as a protection. Ev­ 
ergreen boughs may be substituted 
for the coarser litter except in the 
most northern regions. 
It is hest to draw mounds of earth 
about six or eight inches in height 
about th© base of the rose hushes to 
keep them from mice. In some lo­ 
calities the loose brush around the 
roots will attract mice, 
who

make their winter quarters there and

destroy the rose bushes. 
As an add­ 
ed protection against mice, permit 
the ground to freeze slightly before 
winter protection is supplied. In fact. 
roses should not be protected until 
after the first light freeze, which 
may be expected 
in 
Washington 
about the first of December, but 
earlier farther north. 
Climbing Roses 
In the latitude of Philadelphia and 
farther south climbing roses usual­ 
ly need no protection during the win­ 
ter unless they are a particularly 
tender variety. Farther north thew 
roses need protection similar to that 
given to the tea 
and 
hybrid tea 
roses. 
Climbing roses may be best cared 
for by being removed from their eup- 
ports. 
The branches should then be 
covered over with a little dirt and 
treated as hybrid-perpetual 
rose* 
would be treated. A little fall trim­ 
ming might be desirable to lessen the 
space occupied by the branches on 
the ground. 
Such side branches as 
are not to be needed for next sea­ 
son's blooming may be cut off. Such 
cutting off and shortening of the 
ends as would otherwise be done in 
the spring, may be done in the fall 
before covering, merely for conven­ 
ience. 
The above method is much more 
satisfactory than attempting to put 
straw' about the roses as they remain 
on the trellises. 


This would, however, be a 
better 
world in some respects if everyone 
were as polite as the candidates.
